A law enforcement official with knowledge of the shooting stressed that the number of 
dead is based on preliminary information. The official wasn't authorized to discuss details 
by name and spoke on condition of anonymity to The Associated Press. 

A suspect was taken into custody and was in critical condition, Harford County Sheriff 
Jeffrey Gahler told a news conference. 

It appears only one weapon, a handgun, was used and no shots were fired by responding 
law enforcement officers, Gahler said. He also said multiple people had been killed and 
wounded in the shooting, without giving any other details on casualties. 

A Baltimore hospital said it had received four patients with gunshot wounds from the 
shooting. Johns Hopkins Bayview Medical Center spokeswoman Monica Stone said in an 
email Thursday that she was unable to provide details about the patients' conditions. 

Gahler said the call about shots fired came in from the Rite Aid distribution center at 
about 9:06 a.m. and deputies and other officers were on the scene in just over five 
minutes. 

"We are so preliminary in this investigation," Gahler said. "It's so important that we deal 
in facts." He said authorities don't want to "make it worse" for the families involved by 
giving out incorrect information.

The attack came nearly three months after a man armed with a shotgun attacked a 
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newspaper office in Annapolis, Maryland, killing five staff members. Authorities accused 
Jarrod W. Ramos of attacking The Capital Gazette because of a longstanding grudge 
against the paper. 


The FBI described the Aberdeen incident as an "active shooter situation" and said its 
Baltimore field office was assisting. 

In a tweet, Maryland Gov. Larry Hogan said his office is monitoring the situation in 
Aberdeen and that the state stands ready to offer any support. 


Susan Henderson, spokesman for the drugstore chain Rite Aid, said the shooting 
happened on the campus of a company distribution center in Aberdeen. She described it 
as a support facility adjacent to a larger building. 

Harford County Executive Barry Glassman said that unfortunately, incidents like this are 
"becoming a too-often occurrence not only in Harford County but in the country."

Martinez, 35, stumbled into the Chinese restaurant in Washington D.C.'s Logan Circle 
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around a p.m. i uesday, suffering Trom multiple stao wounds to tne neck, ponce said. 

Martinez tried to alert customers to her attacker but the suspect had already fled the 
scene, witnesses said. 

She was transported to a nearby hospital where she died, police said. 

Chief Newsham said a surveillance camera showed the suspect running from the area of 
the attack at P Street and 11th Street Northwest. He said the video footage and tips from 
the community led to Crawford's arrest late Wednesday night. 

He said police found Crawford in a park at 14th Street and Girard Street Northwest and 
was taken into custody for questioning. He was charged with first-degree murder early 
Thursday morning, the chief said. He said Crawford had an injury to his hand when 
officers detained him and that he was treated at a hospital. 

He said Crawford is a resident of Washington, D.C.

"They tried to provide medical assistance to her. Unfortunately, she was taken to a local 
hospital where she was pronounced dead," Newsham said Wednesday.

"It's horrible to see something like this happen in the city," he added, describing the area 
as a "very safe neighborhood." 

Newsham said security cameras showed Martinez jogging west on P Street just before 
she was confronted by the suspect. He said the suspect stabbed Martinez without

Mayor Bowser said the crime has been "damaging to all our senses of safety." 

Martinez was an avid runner and worked for a local software company, according to her 
family. She and her fiance, Daniel Hincapie, were engaged last week. 

"We are deeply saddened by this senseless tragedy. Wendy Karina Martinez was the 
light of our lives," her mother, Cora Martinez, wrote in a statement. "Not only was she an 
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avia runner, Dut sne was a aevout unristian, a wonaertui rriena, ana a ariven 
professional. Everything you hope that a daughter and a friend could be."
